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HOUSING 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  I96I  the  Council 
made  seven  Demolition  Orders  and  four  Closing  Orders.  Eight 
houses  were  actually  demolished  which  included  some  from 
Demolition  Orders  made  during  i960.  Nine  of  these  families  were 
re-housed  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  Pour  Closing  Orders 
were  cancelled  after  the  dwellings  had  been  made  fit  and  one 
acceptance  to  carry  out  work  was  also  received. 

Two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  I96I.  One  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  issued 
and  no  action  was  taken  against  the  other,  the  tenant  having 
changed  his  address  after  application  had  been  made.

The  subsidiary  sewers  are  now  completed  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  encouraging  start  which  has  been  made  on  the  conversion 
of  vaults  and  pail  closets  will  be  continued.  Nevertheless 
further  consideration  is  being  given  to  this  matter  and  also 
to  certain  areas  not  yet  sewered. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  completed  during  1959 
and  where  mains  have  been  laid  many  new  connections  have  been 
made  to  properties. 

The  following  is  the  information  requested  by  the  Ministry’- 

(1)  '''Thether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its 
parts  has  been  satisfactory/-  in  quality  and  quantity.

CiLRAVAI^'  SITES  luTD  UONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  I96O 


The  above  Act  brought  into  force,  as  from  29th  August, 
i960  a  new  licensing  system  for  caravans.  Site  licences  are 
issued  by  each  local  authority  only  after  planning  permission 
has  been  obtained  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  sixteen  site  licences 
had  been  issued  under  the  above  Act.  In  conjunction  with  other 
Local  Authorities  in  the  Isle  of  Ely  conditions  are  attached  to 
all  site  licences  for  securing  satisfactory  facilities  in  relation 
to  sanitary  accommodation,  fire  and  other  matters. 
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RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1951 


Under  the  above  Act,  which  is  enforced  by  the  Council, 
one  registration  has  been  approved,  but  so  far  no  samples 
have  been  taken. 

PET  AilltALS  ACT,  1951 

At  present  four  premises  are  registered  under  the  above 
Act  and  these  are  subject  to  inspection  by  the  R.C.P.C.A.  and 
myself. 

GLSAIT  AIR  >;CT,  1956 

Two  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  under  the  Clean 
Air  Act  and  in  each  case  these  observations  were  satisfactory. 

Three  installations  have  also  been  approved  under  the  Act. 


RATS  AllD  PICE 


The  refuse  dumps  are  treated  regularly  and  the  sewers  have 
been  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry.  Infestation  in  the  sewers  is  almost  negligible 
and  it  has  been  intimated  by  letter  that  test  baiting  need  not 
be  carried  out  quite  so  frequently  in  the  future. 

MEilT  AITD  FOOD  IU3PEGTIQN 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

The  above  Act  required  each  Local  Authority  to  review,  after 
consultation  with  local  organisations  the  existing  and  probable 
future  requirements  of  their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities 
and  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  Vi/hich  are,  or  are  likely  to 
become,  available  to  meet  those  requirements.  Accordingly  a  report 
was  submjitted  to  the  Ministry  in  which  it  was  recommended  that  1st 
January,  15^2  be  the  appointed  date  on  which  the  new  construction 
regulations  would  apply  to  the  Urban  District  of  March  and  this 
date  has  now  been  accepted. 

Three  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  I96I  and  the 
number  of  animals  killed  during  the  year  at  the  three  slaughter¬ 
houses  is  as  follows:-  7  cows,  9  calves,  796  other  bovines ,  II6I 
sheep,  2612  pigs  and  133  goats  giving  a  total  of  14-718 ,  which  was 
slightly  below  the  i960  total  of  516O.  In  order  to  inspect  these 
animals  a  total  of  729  visits  was  required  to  the  three  slaughter¬ 
houses  and  this  figure  includes  111  evening  and  week-end  visits. 

Mention  must  be  made  here  of  the  consideration  received 
from  the  slaughtermen  and  butchers  whose  co-operation  does 
facilitate  the  easier  working  of  a  system  of  meat  inspection. 

Eighteen  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  issued  during  196I. 

Gondemnations  include  the  following  who  carcases:-  3  beasts, 

4  sheep,  2  calves  and  26  pigs  -  total  35  which,  together  with  a 
quantity  of  offal  and  parts  of  carcases  brings  the  total  weight 
of  meat  and  offal  condemned  up  to  3  tons  10  cwts .  5  st.  7  lbs. 
which  is  an  increase  on  the  i960  figure  when  the  total  was  2  tons 
18  cwts.  lli  lbs.

’There  condemnation  certificates  are  issued  for  tinned  food 
etc. ,  the  food  is  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Council. 
Condemned  meat  at  the  slaughterhouses  is  collected  by 
contractors  for  processing,

Twenty-six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the 
year  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
Cambridge.  The  provisional  grading  of  samples  was  as

It  will  be  observed  that  96)6  of  these  samples  vi'ere 
classified  Grade  1.  At  the  end  of  the  year  I4.2  shops 
were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  There  is 
one  manufacturer  in  the  area. 

No  samples  of  iced  lollies  were  taken  during  196I, 

(8)  reference  to  the  Pood  flygiene  Regulations,  i960. 

Some  131  food  premises  (including  shops,  slaughterhouses 
and  licensed  premises)  were  inspected  during  I96I  for 
compliance  with  the  above  Regulations. 

PETROLEUM  (RaGUl^'/TIONS )  ACTS,  1928  and  1956 

Under  the  above  Acts  55  licences  were  issued  for  the 
storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  2  for  the  storage  of  Calcium 
Carbide.  All  these  premises  were  visited  and  generally  found 
to  be  in  compliance  with  the  Acts.  Verbal  notices  were  given 
where  contraventions  occurred. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

In  circular  1/62  the  Minister  requests  information 
regarding  common  lodging  houses.  There  is  one  registered 
common  lodging  house  in  this  district  and  during  I961 ,  8 
inspections  were  made  of  the  premises.  The  premises  are 
generally  satisfactorily  kept  and  limewashing  is  periodically 
carried  out. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  my  colleagues  on 
the  Staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation.
